Appropriations May Not Fall 


Under Roosevelt Figure 


By Th* A.ewietfd Pre*. 
WASHINGTON. April 23—Influ­ 
ential law m akers predicted today 
th a t 
congress 
will 
appropriate 
about $7,870,000,000 at this session, 
resulting in little if any savings 
tinder President Roosevelt s budget 
estim ates. 
Although the President told re­ 
porters last week that it seems 
likely congress may cut about $200,- 
000.000 off the 1941 expenditures 
which he proposed last January, 
•some senators said this now ap- 
•pears impossible. 
As an illustration, they point to 
th e likelihood that the army and 
■navy will ask supplemental funds 
of $100,000,000 or more for defense 
needs which were not considered 
in the original budget. 
Harrison Comments 
An expenditure of this nature 
virtually would wipe out the ten­ 
tative reductions of $118,051,334 
which have been made in appro­ 
priations bills considered so far. 
Chairman Harrison (DI of Mis­ 
sissippi of the senate finance com­ 
m ittee commented: 
"If we get through with this 
session and stay within the P resi­ 
d en t’s original huoget estim ates, 
congress will have done a fine 
job." 
Harrison and others, however, 
are 
understood 
to 
have 
been 
cheered by recent reports that rev­ 
enues are running far ahead of ex­ 
pectations. 
No Tax Bill Seen 
The President’s budget estim ates 
w ere so drawn that, if congress 
stays within them aud raises $60.- 
000.000 in view' taxes, the treasury 
eau remain within the $45,000,000,- 
O00 statutory debt limit in tho fiscal 
y ear ending July I, 1941. 
Developments since then, how 
ever, have Indicated th at there 
will be no tax bill in this pre-elec­ 
tion session. 
Congressional lead­ 
ers point out th at if a $50,000,000 
cut were m ade in the President’s 
budget, a $350,000,000 increase In 
revenues 
would 
clear the slate 
■without additional imposts. 
Still to be considered are the 
$975,000,000 relief bill 
and last- 
m inute appropriations which may 
he put Into a final deficiency bill.

WASHINGTON. April 23 — The 
national labor relations board Mon­ 
day night ordered the Milan Shirt 
Manufacturing Co., Milan, Tenn., 
to give jobs and two years’ pay to 
42 persona whom it refused to hire 
in May, 1938. 
The NLRB said that the company 
had refused to hire the job appli­ 
cants because they were known to 
he members of the ClO’a Amalga­ 
mated Clothing Workers of Amer­ 
ica. 
Such a refusal, the board said, 
was a violation of the Wagner labor 
relations act which bans “discrim­ 
ination in regard to hire, to encour­ 
age or discharge membership in 
any labor organization.’’

Statute Is Ruled Out 
The Alabama statute made it a 
misdemenor to picket "for the pur­ 
pose of hindering, delaying, or in­ 
terfering with or injuring any law­ 
ful business" and to “go near to or 
loiter about the premises’’ to re­ 
strain other* from dealing with ot 
being employed by the company.

Statute la Ruled Out 
The Alabama statute m a d e it a 
misdemenor to picket "for the pur­ 
pose of hindering, delaying, or in­ 
terfering with or injuring any law- 
ful business’’ and to "go near to or 
loiter about the premises” to re­ 
strain other* from dealing with or 
being employed by the company. 
“It is apparent,” the court said, 
"that one or the other of the of­ 
fenses comprehends every practi­ 
cable method whereby the facts of
